subjected this boat to an otLici.il test, it 
required 20 nrluutes to submerge hor. 
In that period the craft could lie de- 
stroyed by any vessel having a ma- 
chine gun, and therefore success was 
looked for elsewhere. 
She could oven 


be run dou-n by a torpedo boat destroy- 
er or any rapidly moving boat. 


Tho .Morse was then accepted as the 


proper type for the French service to 
adopt. 
Official'tests and experiments 


showed' that she possessed little more 
merit than the Xarvul aud that radical 
improvements would have to be made 
la her before an efficient submarine 
boat could be secured that would meet 
even part of the requirements demand- 
ed by the-admiralty..

more efficient than her predecessor. 


The French admiralty therefore has 


a vrell defined policy in its attempt to 
secure a submarine, boat. :.The design 
is still regarded as being in an experi- 
mental stage. :Th* officials are not 
wedded to the belief that any inventor 
has yet secured an efficient fighting 
machine. It !s recognized that ultimate 
success can best be secured by pro- 
fession. 
5Ve can safely follow such 


a -wise and sensible course. The field 
should be kept open to every designer 
and inventor who has given thought to 
the question and who is ready to put 
his study to practical use by building 
a craft and subjecting it to govern- 
ment tests. 


The securing of an efficient subma- 


rine boat therefore seems somewhat 
remote. 
If Edison's storage battery 


proves the success its inventor hopes 
it will be, then progressive advance- 
ment can be expected. As the range of 
action is very small with the present 
type of electric motor and storage -bat- 
teries, the usefulness of the craft is 
naturally limited. 


Fortunately for this country our na- 


val and military experts are more in- 
terested la finding a submarine boat 
that can be useful in mSalng and coun- 
termining harbors.

Many agriculturists in Europe have 


long becu couvlneed that molas'-i>!> IK 
an admirable food for libra? and cat- 
tle, and tlitilr conviction is now stron- 
ger tliau ever, owing to ccrtuin ex- 
periments whSeb have beon recently 
tried and which have proved eminently 
successful, says the Xew York Herald. 
Unfortunately, in some countries farm- 
ers have practically been debarred 
from usins molusses in this way owing 
to the fact that there is a duty on 
all saccharine "material;, but now, in 
•France at least, steps have been taken 
to remove this obstacle, and, further- 
more, the French-government has pub- 
licly notiliwi'agriculturists that St.wiiJ 
do all iu its power to aid theia in pop- 
ularizing the uuw i'ood. 


Tliu uiost notable experiments v-'ith 


mohisses have been made by M. i*e- 
f-roiubeeiiue. a eheuiist. and M, Mdnne- 
chez, a veterinary surgeon at Arras.
